The alloys con- 
sist of pig iron, ferro-nyinganese, chromi- 
um and tungsten in proper proportions, 
melted together in crucibles under stick 
charcoal and calcined borax. This com- 
pound is then remelted with bar iron and 
proportions of nickel, copper and alumin- 
ium are added. It ia then cast in sand 
molds.—New York Times.

THE BECKWITH PASS RAILROAD. 


Ex-Sonulor Fair, in an interview at 


Chicago, speaks of a road now being 
built from Beck with Puss which will 
find a terminus on Sau Fiancisco Bay 
This assertion of Mr. Pair seems to puz- 
zle the San Fiancisco papers, none of 
which appear to understand the matter, 
and confound the Beckwitli Pass road 
with tne Nevada, California & Oregon 
Railway, which is completed to Amedee, 
in Hooey Luke Valley, sixty miles north 
of Beckwitli Pass. 


The road to which Mr. Fair refers is 


one that runs through Beckwitli Puss 
from Chat, a station on the N.-C.-O., 
•bout twenty miles north of Reno. 
The 


road through the Pass is completed for 
fifteen miles, the rails 
being 
laid 


about that distance from Chat, and it U 
graded fifteen miles further through 
Sierra Valley and down the Middle 
Fork of FeaHier rivjr. 
In consequence 


of a disagreement among the owners of 
the road the ties are rotting and the rails 
rusting It has neither locomotives nor cars 
and as a matter of course, docs no bus- 
iness. A part of the grade along Feather 
river Is used for a wagon road. 
It runs 


through fine agricultural land in Sierra 
Valley and through pine, fir and cedar 
forests down tbe river. 


The Union Pacific Engineers explored 


tho country through the Pass and down 
the western slope of the Sierra Nevada. 
Surveyors of the Sun Francisco an" 
North Pacific Coast Rtilroad nlso ra 
lines from Orovillo through Backwit 
Pass, but nothing further was don 
toward completing the road now bu!! 
through the Pass or starting a new one

strong, and the reply of Ibe Chilean Gov- 
ernment was considered here us an insolent 
one. 
Presidentelect Montt recently as- 


snrea tbe correspondent the matter wonU 
be referred to tbe Chilean Congress at on 
early date. Congress has now been in 
session two weeks without this being done. 
Up to this time the Chilean officials have 
manifested no regret or disposition to 
offer satisfaction, 
The people bf re feel EO 


bitter against the United Statea that they 
consider the murder of oar soilors a 
trifling matter and ezprers surprise that 
the United States should have noticed it 
officially. 
They still speak of the affair as 


a sailors' fight, but tbe report of tbe In- 
tendente p'aoes the number engaged at 
over 2,000, only 50 cf whom were Anuri- 
cans. The fact tbut the men were attacked 
in widely separated pirts of the city for no 
oth«r reason than that they wore American 
uniforms, eix of them r ceivmg knife 
wounds, two fatal onus, and more tbao a 
dsz«n were seriously injured in other ways, 
none of ths Chileans receiving any burt 
beyond a few braises'. Thirty six Ameri- 
cans were arrtsted and dragged to prison, 
bnt half a dozsn small poeket knives being 
tbe only weapons found on them all. Th* 
worst point, however, is _ the part the 
police played in the nflttir, in npite of tbe 
Chilean claim tbat tbe police were blame- 
less. It ia beyond dispute tbat liiggiu, 
one of the victims, was shot and killed by 
a policeman while insensible from stabs. 
A number of men were also wounded by 
bayonets wbicb were carried by the police 
only. They also treated the sailors bruta'ly 
after at rest. For twenty years it has been 
tbe custom when a case involving foreign 
sailors was on trial to invite the Consols 
and Captain of the vessel to be present. 
At tbe same time the Baltimore case was 
under investigation a case involving the 
stabbing of a German sailor by Chileans 
was being tried in the same Court. The 
Secretary of the German Consul was pres- 
ent on invitation of tbe Judge, bat th* 
same Court refused to allow the officer of 
the Baltimore to be present at tbe trial of 
hie man. Since then this privilege was 
granted. Tbe crew of tbe Baltimore are 
an exceptionally fine lot of men, nearly all 
being native Americans who have been 
with the ship since she went into com mis- 
sion.

A Plain uid Forcible Statement of Facts 


WASHINGTON, D. C., D comber 17, 1891. 


ED. NEVADA STATI JOURNAL :—No utter- 


ance of any public man for many years 
has made so strong an impression on the 
general mind of the Senate, as the speech 
of 
Senator Stewart, delivered before 


taut body to day. 


TBE PBKSIDINT MISTAKEN. 


Mr. Stewart reviewed that part of the 


President's message relating to free coin- 
age. He said that the President was 
laboring under a misapprehension when 
he stated thai the advocates of free coin- 
age believed that the Act of 1890 would 
raise silver to par and keep it there. 


That Act, be observed; was opposed by 


tbe Democrats who voted solidly against 
it. Tbe anti-silver Republicans with tbe 
voles of the free coinage Republicans, 
passed the Act as a compromise measure. 
Tbe Act provided for the redemption of 
Treasury notes in gold and silver eoin, 
and it was tbe duty of tbe Secretary of 
the Treasury to coin enough tilver to pro- 
vide for such redemption. There was no 
warrant of law for the sale of bonds to 
buy gold lor tbe purpose of redeeming 
Treasury notes issued under the Act of 
1890. 
The Redemption Act of 1875 au- 


thorized the sale of bonds for tbe redemp- 
tion of greenbacks outstanding on tbe 1st 
of January, 1879, and for no other pur- 
pose, and there was no reason to suppose 
that sufficient gold would oomo into the 
Treasury for tbe redemption o' tha notes 
issued under tLe Act of 1890. Conse- 
quently, they must be redeemed in silver. 


A PLEDOB TO MAINTAIN FflKE OCINAQE- 
He contended that 
the Act of 
1890 


amounted to a pledge tbat the Govern- 
ment would maintain fres coinage. It 
was expressly declared in that Act that it 
waa the tstablished policy of the United 
States to maintain the two metali on a 
parity with each other upon tbe present 
legal ratio. 
The Act refers to the parity 


between the two metals, not the parity be- 
tween the coined dollars of gold and silver. 
The parity between ta* metals cannot be 
maintained by keeping silver dollars on a 
par with gold ^dollars by a promise of re- 
demption in gold. So long as silver is a 
commodity and denied any of the rights 
and privileges which apply to gold, it will 
be depreciated in the market. There was 
but one way to maintain the parity be- 
tween the two metals, which waa free and 
unlimited coinage of botb. 
The silver in 


the silver dollar and the gold in the gold 
dollar would never be eqn»l in value until 
each ooold be exchanged at the Mint for a 
dollar.

So argned that free coinage was neces- 


sary to enlarge the basis of circulation and 
credit. la 1373 there were $7,500 000,- 
000 of gold and silver coin in the world, 
all of wbioh.was money of ultimate redemp- 
tion suitable for banks and public institu- 
tions. The rejection of silver bad reduced 
the amount of real money abont one-half. 


There bad been no material increase in 


the gold coin of tbe world since silver was 
demonetized. The gold coin of the world 
did not exceed $3,750,000,000. He sug- 
gested that the passage of the act of 1890 
might destroy the gold standard without 
producing bimetallism. He said that with 
five hundred millions of silver coin and 
bullion awaiting coinage and the continued 
purchage of fifty-four million ounces per 
annum atid the issuance of treasury notes 
thereon, which notes must be redeemed in 
silver coin, made it absolutely necemry 
for the United States to protect silver; 
whiab could only be done by free bimetal- 
lic coinage. 


THE FCSEION BILVBB BUGABOO. 


He nrged that there was no possibility 


of a flood of silver under free coinage; that 
no silver conld return from Asia, and that 
Europe had no silver to spare. France, he 
said, bad more than half of the legal 
tender silver of Europe, wbiob she does 
not desire to dispose of. That country, 
nnder the agreement entered into in 1885 
under the 
nations forming tbe Latin 


Union, which agreement stipulated that at 
the expiration of five years each member 
thereto should redeem its silver coin which 
might be soli by any number of the con- 
tracting powers, has the right to call upon 
the other nations of the onion to redeem 
$120,000,000 of silver coin which she now 
has in her possession at the rate of $1.33 
per ouce. Bat she refuses to exercise that 
privilege, preferring to keep her silver. 
Under these circumstances, be said, it is 
not at all likely that France would ship 
silrer to the United States in case of free 
coinage and sell it for $1.2929 an ounce. 
The aggregate amount of goll and silver 
produced since silver was demonetized was 
no more than was absolutely necessary to 
keep pace with population and business; 
that the United States needed all the silver 
she conld obtain to supply the growing de- 
mand for money. 
He closed with tbe re- 


mark that the silver question could not be 
ignored; that it nm>t be settled; and that 
"nnsettled qusstiona have no pity for tbe 
repose of mankind."

In wander- 
ing around he got into the Berry crowd 
and one of the men sliced about six 
inches of his tail off. The dog rushed

AU of a sudden Steve Jackson stepped 


to the middle of the street, flong down 
tis hat and shouted: 


Tom Berry, ef yo' hain't a coward, 


come out yere and fight me!" 


The challenge was instantly accepted 
,nd within sixty seconds a ring was 
'ormed and 800 people were looking on. 
The men were pretty evenly matched as 
o height and weight and age. It was 
not to be a battle with fists, bnt with 
ong, keen hunting knives, and you could 
tell at a glance that it was to be a fight 
o the death. At first there was much 
ostling and moving about, accompanied 
>y shouts of encouragement to the men, , 
out after a few moments it was quiet— 
Mkinfully quiefc. I think there were at 
east thirty women among the onlookers 
and fully that number of boys and girls 
!rom ten to eighteen years of age. 


BOTH DUELISTS imj.im. 


It was the first and only time I ever 


saw men fight with knives, and it was a 
wrrible thing to see. As soon aa their 
friends fell back they rushed npoa each 
other with the greatest fury. 
Bach 


griped the other with his left hand and 
stabbed and thrust, and each was 
wounded four or five times before they 
jroke loose. Not a person in the crowd 
spoke above a whisper. Every eye fol- 
.owed tha men as they feinted and 
dodged like prize fighters, and men and 
women shivered and gasped for breath 
ts one or the other of the knives drank 
olood. 


The road was dry, but without dust. 


Presently it was dyed with blood. The 
men slipped n little now and then as 
they dodged about. Blood ran off their 
finger tips, down their legs. I trembled 
like a leaf. I felt a horrible disgust, and 
yet I could not move away. I felt I 
must see the end. 


When the fight bad lasted a quarter of 


an hour, and one man had eight stabs 
and the other nine they suddenly 
clinched each other, as at first. Neither 
uttered a cheer, curse or groan. 


They stood square up to each other, 


and hacked aud cut acd throat until 
both sank down from sheer weakness. 
Jackson died within ten minutes; Berry 
lived about thirty. The one had thirty- 
three wounds, the other twenty-eight 
As they were picked np by their friends 
and carried into the drug store to breathe 
their last, the hogs running about the 
village came and disputed with the 
dozen dogs over possession of the blood 
pools.—Detroit Free Press.
